in  butter  or  in  shrinkage  is  the  above  price  minus  |5»00). 

(2)  The  price  per  hundredweight  for  skim  milk  is  the  price  per 
pound  of  nonfat  dry  milk  solids  (roller  process,  in 
barrels,  for  human  consujnption,  f.o.b.  manufacturing  plants 
in  Chicago  area)  m-inus  5*5  cents,  multiplied  by  8.^. 

From  April  19^3  through  June  1953  the  effective  Class  III 
price  shall  be  reduced  by  any  amount  that  the  computed 
Class  III  price  (other  than  the  price  for  butterfat  in 
butter  or  in  shrinkage)  exceeds  the  average  of  prices 
paid  for  3-5  percent  mill<:  at  18  specified  plants  less

Butterfat  Differentials; 

Class  Prices  -  None,  because  butterfat  and  skim  millc  are  classified 
and  priced  separately. 

Producer  Price  -  Weighted  average  price  per  hundredweight  of 
butterfat  in  all  classes  minus  weighted  average  price  per 
hundredweight  of  skim  milk  in  all  classes,  divided  by  1,000. 

Location  Differentials; 

Glass  Prices  -  Ifith  respect  to  producer  mi-lk  moved  in  the  form  of 
Class  I  or  Class  II  products  to  the  marketinjf.  area  from  a  pool 
plant  located  outside  the  marketing  area  or  disposed  of  from  such 
plant  as  Class  I  or  Class  II  outside  the  jiarketing  area,  the 
following  deductions  shall  be  made;    13'  cents  per  hundredweight 
at  plants  in  the  60~75  mile  zone,  18  cents  in  the  75-90  mile  zone, 
and  plus  an  additional  two  cents  for  each  15  mile  zone  thereafter.

If,  during  the  12  months  prior  to  the  month  immediately  jjreceding 
each  delivery  period,  the  total  volume  of  milk  received  from 
producers  by  all  handlers  was  m^ore  than  110  per  cent  of  the  total 
Class  I  utilization  of  all  handlers  during  such  12-month  period, 
the  Class  I  price  shall  be  decreased  2.5  cents  per  hundredv/eight 
for  each  full  percentage  point  that  such  percentage  is  m.ore  than 
110  per  cent. 

Class  II  -  The  average  of  prices  paid  for  h»0  per  cent  milk  at 
9  manufacturing  milk  plants  located  in  Kentucky,  Tennessee, 
Virginia,  North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina. 

From  March  lliy  1953  through  August  1953j  milk  received  at  a  fluid 
milk  plant  and  transferred  to  a  non-fluid  milk  plant,  or  milk 
diverted  from  the  farm  to  a  non-fluid  milk  plant  by  a  cooperative 
association, ^for  utilization  in  cheese  or  in  condensed  milk  shall 
be  priced  at  the  calculated  Class  II  price  minus  20  cents  and  a 
hauling  allowance  of  $.00187  per  mile  but  not  to  exceed  35  cents* 
The  price  for  milk  utilized  in  butter  and  for  skim  milk  utilized 
in  livestock  feed  or  dumped  shall  be  calculated  as  follows:
